In no defensive operation this 
year has the immediate achievement 
of the defender in the first three 
days been as great as the Italian 
performance up to date. The _ re- 
ports of the high state of Italian 
morale in the past week seem well 
confirmed by the facts. 

It is too early to draw any final 
conclusions, but it is plain that the 
Italians have gone well in the first 
stage of a major offensive and have 
done much to wipe out their defeat 
of last autumn. And, despite refer- 
ences to the aid supplied by the 
French and British troops, only a 
few units of either are present and 
the main work has béen done by 
the Italians themselves. 

Indeed, so slight have been’ the 
Austrian gains up to the present mo- 
ment that the world is bound to sus- 
pect that, under German coercion, 
Austria is making an offensive  re- 
luctantly and with little hope or ex- 
pectation of a major success. An 
attack by 72 divisions—almost twice 
the force used in the initial attack 
in Picardy on March 21, and three 
times the force used in the Aisne 
attack on June 9——-which has re- 
sulted in nothing more than local 
minor gains and the capture of 10,- 
000 or 15,000 prisoners (latest Aus- 
trian claim is to 30,000 prisoners) 
must be accepted so far as it goes 
as a failure, and as a very great fail- 
ure. We have to recognize the pos- 
sibility that later efforts may change 
the situation, but the Italians seem 
to have checked the Austrians com- 
pletely on the whole front in three 
days and with insignificant gains. 

Austrian Home Conditions. 

In. watching the Italian operation 
the attention of the world will be 
fixed on Austrian military and Aus- 
trian political conditions. Exag- 
gerated as may be’‘the reports of 
unrest in Austria, there is no mis- 
taking the fact that domestic con- 
dition is grave and that the effect of 
an unsuccessful offensive, made un- 
der German compulsion, cannot help 
being disastrous and may conceiv- 
ably lead to further and more dan- 
gerous domestic disorders. 

The fact that 72 Austrian divisions, 
the pick of the army, have been 
identified in the new operation must 
serve to set at rest all question as 
to the probability of the appearance 
of large forces on the West front, 
for such divisions as Austria has not

Measured by the first three days, 
the Austrian attack upon Italy 
seems almost a complete failure.

siderable volume of obvious home 
propaganda material designed t» 
counteract the depressing effect on 
the people, by no longer camouflag- 
ing the fact that America is actu- 
ally in the war and will soon rank 
with England as the real foe of 
Germany. 

American official communiques 
are printed verbatim by the Germin 
press and these official accounts of 
American operations at numer<cus 
front-line points day after day have 
materially helped to dispel the pop- 
ular German delusion that the Amer- 
icans would not fight. Another pop- 
ular fixed idea that there are few 
American fighters in France is being 
equally thoroughly dispelled. 
Thanks to inside information 
reaching your correspondent at 
Stockholm, he is in a position to 
know that at the outbreak of the 
offensive last March, inspired crit:cs 
even of the highest leadership did 
not credit more than a maximum of 
300,000 Americans in France. 

Baker’s Statement Accepted. 

More recently the figure of 500,000 
Americans appeared for the first 
time in the German press, Karl Ros- 
fer quoting a French officer who 
had been taken prisoner. This num- 
ber of Americans in France was a 
knockout blow to the popular ‘delu- 
sion, and its severity was heightened 
by Secretary. Baker’s statement that 
there were 700,000, which was, cu- 
riously, accepted at its face value by 
almost the entire German press.

Colby said he appeared at the re- 
quest of Chairmay Hurley as a rep- 
resentative of the Shipping Board. 
Of the pending Jones prohibition 
amendment to the emergency agri- 
culture bill, he said: 

“We believe that the effect of this 
bit of legislation would be to redure 
the efficiency of the workers in th2 
shipyards and reduce the output of 
tonnage to a substantial amount.”’ 

When Senators championing pro- 
hibition attempted to cross-examine 
him, Colby declared he was not pres- 
ent to discuss the virues of prohibi 
tion, but was merely expressing the 
views of the men“who are in touch 
with the shipbuilding situation. Ship- 
builders, he said, see no harm in 
crinking beer and think it essential. 

Bryan Replies to Colby. 

Concluding arguments in favor of 
prohibition were made by William 
J. Bryan, who, 
declared history showed labor is 
more efficient without liquor than 
with it. He quoted Premier Lloyd 
George as saying that England was 
fighting Germany, Austria and drink, 
with drink as the greatest enemy. 

‘While favoring total prohibition, 
Bryan said he believed a reasonable 
time should be given for putting it 
into effect. In line with that opinion 
he said he would recommend that 
production of intoxicating liquors 
should be reduced by percentages 
until the nation had become dry. He 
also expressed the opinion that the 
legislation should be separate in- 
stead of attached to an appropria- 
tion measure, and he recommended 
that prohibition leaders. in Congress 
agree upon the details of a bill.

As Ibsen's somber masterpiece is 
virtually unknown here, a. brief 
sketch of the story may be permis- 
sible. To the eye of the world Hal- 
vard Solness is a shrewd, capable and 
stolid man of business, who by his 
cwn talents has risen to, wealth and 
the head of his profession as a build- 
er.’ But the man himself is in secret 
one tissue of fantastic and warring 
emotions, which have driven him to 
tl.e verge of madness. 

He cannot forget how much of his 
worldly success is due to baseness 
and cruelty—particularly to the 
rithlessness with which he has op- 
pressed Knut Brovik, whom he has 
robbed of his own business and re- 
duced to a shabby and dying em- 
ploye; and Brovik’s gifted son, Rag- 
nar, whom Solness has, in his terror 
of a possible rival in the building 
trade, kept down until he has almos: 
lost ambition and sélf-confidence. 
Moreover, Solness is at heart a cow- 
ard, haunted day and night by vis- 
ions of a younger generation which 
will one day supplant him; his pol- 
troonery takes the physical form, es- 
pecially freakish and ludicrous in a 
builder, of a dread of climbing to 
high places. 

Frightfulness and Morbid Conscience 

In him are combined the egotism 
and weakness which the great Nor- 
wegian diagnostician of souls 
thought he discovered to be char- 
acteristic of his countrymen. The |! 
invariable success of all his designs 
has inspired Solness with the gran- 
diose hallucination that he has only 
to will a thing for it to be accom- 
plished, and that his purposes are 
executed by a host of invisible spirits. 
He is convinced that his life has 
been made the matter of a bargain 
between the powers of good and 
evil, staking outward success against 
his own unhappiness and that of 
others, especially his wife. Unlike 
Faust, Solness was not consulted 
about the bargain; he considers it 
was imposed upon him from with- 


out. In theologicat language, he 
fee's himself a victim of predestina- 
tion, or, as the Greeks would have 


said, an instrument of fate. 

A man over whose destiny unseen 
forces are embattled may take on a 
certain grandeur, like Faust or 
Manfred. Solness becomes pitiable 
because he ‘cannot rise to the height 
of his own delusions. His persist- 
ent good fortune has filled him with 
terror, like that incited in onlookers 
by the luck of Polycrates. He’ for- 
bodes the coming of _ retribution. 
Worse than all, this would-be apos- 
tle of frightfulness is afflicted with 
a morbid conscience, which torments 
him with whimsical scruples which 
would never occur to a normal man, 
and he delights in punishing himself 
as a flagellant monk finds relish in 
the strokes laid upon his back. 

For instance, he has condemned 
‘himself of guilt as an incendiary, 
becaus® he fd not have repaired a 
rift in the flue of his wife's house. 
The fact was that, when the house 
| burned down, the fire started in an 
entirely different place. He had 
| merely wished that the house would | 
| burn. Secondly, he believes he was | 
| responsible for the death of his| 
twin sons soon after the fire, al- 
though his wife's devastating sense | 
of duty actually killed them. He 
scourges himself by letting Mrs. 
Solness believe untrue things to his 
discredit, and the author's sardonic 
irony appears in the fact, unknown 
to Solness, that his wife’s incessant 
grief is not due to the loss of her 
sons, but to the destruction of her 
nine dolls in the fire.

140,000 deaf children in asylums of 
the United States have some degree 
of hearing, but that the sign meth- 


od of communication being taught 
them results in their losing that de# 
gree, was made yesterday by John 


Society of Oral Progressives in ses- 
sion at Washington University Med- 
ical School. 

Wright made the further  state- 
ment that, with proper stimulation, 
the hearing of those children could 
be developed so that they would 
reach a degree of hearing common 
to those adults popularly said to be 
“hard of hearing.” 

Demonstrations Given. 

Demonstration of the method of 
giving that stimulation was given at 
the same session by Dr. Max Goid- 
stein of St.. Louis with children of 
the Central Institute of the Deaf, 
who apparently had been unable itu 
hear a sound, but who, through a 
system of ‘acoustic gymnastics,”’ 
have been made to recognize the 
vowels and many words through 
their ears. The advantage of that

was shown to be in the human reson-’? 


nance developed in their voices as! 
compared with the lack of resonance 
in the voices of totally deaf children 
who have been unable to hear sounds 
of the voice. 

It is one of the purposes of the 
present convention, which closes to- 
day, to organize for the passage of 
State laws compelling physicians in 
attendance at birth to report cases 
of residual deafness as they now do 
blindness, and to further compel the 
education of the child so that hear. 
ing may be reclaimed to a degree. 

of Convention. 

Another purpose of the convention 
is to standardize methods of oral 
teaching of the deaf. The delegates 
to the convention are from 19 states 
and represent those educators who 
have made most progress in substi- 
tuting lip reading and actual speech 
for the deaf and dumb sign lan- 
guage. From those various methods 
the society hopes to formulate a | 
fixed method of teaching for gen-| 
eral adoption. 

Dr. Goldstein, who is said by dele- 
gates to be one of three men in the 
United States who have made most | 
progress in re-education of reaidieat' 
hearing, showed “acoustic gymnas- | 
tics’”’ to be the exercise of the audi- 
tory nerve by speaking loudly at 
close range into the deaf ear. The 
principle ‘is the same that brings 
muscular development by exercise. 
Dr. Goldstein declared that by mak- 
ing the child who has a fragment 
of hearing exercise that hearing he 
can make as much progress in three 
months toward establishing the 
child’s ability to speak and under- 
stand as can be made by sign teach- 
ing in six months.

‘his number of dead didn’t pay him 
for the rotten shellholes he took. I 
will never forget the 21st day of 
March or the 11th of April. Both 
days were narrow escapes. 
“No Sleep for 10 Daya.” 
“On the former the big attack 
began with a terrible bombardmcat, 
such as no one ever heard of before. 
We began moving back that day and 
for many days thereafter. No sleep 
for 10 days and only cold food. But 
on April 11 we were in a different 
part of the line and at about 4:30 a. 
m. one of our signallers rushed into 
our quarters and shouted: ‘The 
Boche are on us.’ 
“Well, you should have seen the 
rumpus. There were five of us, the 
Colonel, Adjutant, myself and two 
others. It’s lucky we slept with our 
clothes on that night, because we 
Jumped out of bed, didn’t stop for 
anything, but just ran. The enemy 
was only 50 yards away with ma: 
chine gung but I kept ducking and 
sliding until I reached shelter and 
safety. 
All Feel Like Fighting. 
“Hardesty is missing and probably 
captured. Summing up everything, 
at present the enemy is checked and. 
as Gen. Haig says, we are holding 
him with our backs to the wall. 
“The weather has been splendid 
for the last month and it makes ev- 
eryone feel like fighting. Everybody 
predicts the end of the scrap for this 
year, but if so the Hun will have to 
be the one to give up. All furloughs 
and leaves are stopped indefiniteiy, 
but as soon as they open, if ever, I 
am going to Paris. 


“Most of the scrapping is done 
at nights around here because the 
country is so flat and trenches are 
bygones. It’s all sniping and ma- 
chine-gun fire from behind houses 
and trees. 

“About the only thing that keeps 
our ‘morale’ up and makes the war 
bearable is the overstock of Scotch 
whisky, and we never let it get low 
It’s our best friend during a hot 
battle. I lost nearly all my clothes 
and belongings last month, but will 
put in @ claim to the British Govern- 
ment.”

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INTERVENTION IN RUSSIA. 

The latest suggestion on the proposition to 
intervene with an expeditionary force in Rus- 
sia is that Gen. Wood might be utilized by plac- 
ing him in command of the American troops that 
would form a part of the expedition. 

The suggestion is not without merit. What- 
ever the causes that have kept Gen. Wood from 
active participation at the front, the eristing 
conditions mean that his undoubted talents and 
long experience are not being used to the ex- 
tent that would enable him to do his full share 
in the winning of the war.

GOOD pudding will prove a 

‘satisfying solace ta’ the most 

omniverous pie-eating male in 
captivity. The following recipe is a 
Victory pudding that has been tried 
out on the mere male with gratifying 
success: 
% cup molasses, 1 teaspoon salt. 
2cupsmilk, 1 teaspoon cinnamon, 
1 tablespoon suet, 4% cup rice, 

This may be cooked in a doubie 
boiler or in a fireless cooker for two 
and a half hours. -It can be varied 
by the use of raisins or nuts, or both, 
and a little orange or lemon rind 
adds to the flavor. Serve with cream. 


Uses of Whey. 


HE whey left from cottage 
cheese should — be saved 
and used. 

For whey breads, use whey instead 
of water. 

Whey’ lemonade or punch, strain 
the whey and use instead of water. 
Sweeten with corn syrup. 

Whey ices, strain through a cheese 
cloth. Add corn syrup and any 
crushed fruit, such as_ berries, 
peaches, shredded pineapple, or 
lemon juice, and freeze.

STRING BEANS. 


TRING beans for canning should 
~ be tender and fresh. “When the 
beans within the pod have 
grown to any size canning is more 
difficult and the finished product is 
of poorer quality. The Refugee is a 
good variety for canning. Use onlyj} 
well-sorted, small, tender beans. 
Wash and pick over the beans. String’ 
the beans and cut them into 2-inch 
lengths. Cutting diagonally or “on 
the bias’’ gives a pretty product. If 
desired they can be canned whole 
and packed log-cabin fashion * in 
square jars. 

After the beans are prepared, 
blan by placing in a cheesecloth 
bag in boiling ‘water for from 3 to 8) 
minutes, according to the age and 
size of the beans. Blanch only until 
the pods will bend without breaking,, 
then plunge the hot beans into cold 
Salt water (1 tablespoonful salt to

OIL jars and tops for at 
least 15 minutes . before 
filling them.
